find his -way through a six-Inch stovepipe. Then 
there was the Christmas tree, with a grandfather 
to distribute the gifts and a strong force of uncles 
and aunts to maintain peace among the cousins. 
And there was skating In the afternoon with tho 
choicest sort of melee to give the finishing touch 
to the day. 
There was no need of science there; It would, 


in fact, have spofled the whole thing. But now 
the spirit of Christmas has changed. We still 
have our Christmas trees, subject to the regula- 
tions of the fire department, but. we are really 
slaves of our Christmas shopping list. 
From 


Thanksgiving to Christmas most of us live In an 
atmosphere of deepening gloom. We have con- 
tinually hanging over us that dreadful problem 
of -what would be the best thing to give So-and- 
so, and when we have made a selection our hearts 
sink at the awful thought that, perhaps, What's- 
hiB-name may give the same.thing, 


It is to relieve this situation as much as possi- 


ble that science has been called In to our aid. Of 
course, even science has not yet been able to 
prevent two people from sending the same gift 
to one person. But It has been able to display 
unusual gifts and a larger number of them for 
our consideration, so that It will bfe easier to se- 
lect a present which we may be quite sure anoth- 
sr person would not think of. And the greatest 
advantage of scientific Christmas shopping Is the 
increased speed with which the ordeal may be 
gone through. 


There are two things which have brought about 


this result. The first is the establishment of ex- 
hibits of gifts for children In the schools of the 
large cities of the country. 
And the second Is 


the scientific arrangement of gifts for wale in the 
shops and department stores. On one floor we 
have a department devoted entirely tc toys and 
other gifts for children; in another place presents 
particularly suited to men; and elsewhere sec- 
tions for women and boys and girls. It is all the 
direct result of the card index and the filing cabi- 
net. You look under the particular heading you 
wish and you find displayed before you a vast 
quantity of suitable gifts to choose from. 


The object of the school exhibits is not so much 


to save mothers labor, worthy obfcct though that 
might be. Nor Is it to display the latest and 
most Ingenious products of the toy market. Child 
welfare Is the primary purpose, and there we 
have another side of the scientific Christmas 
It 


is to save the children from being deluged at 
the Christmas season with Inartistic, unhygienic 
and useless gifts. 
Esthetic and hygienic are 


words that loom up larger In the vocabulary of 
the-present than that of the past. 


And so although Noah's ark will remain Noah's 


ark to the end of the world, no twentieth century 
youngster whose family attends one of these ez- 
hlblts will feel constrained to suck the paint off 
Shem, Ham or Japhet. For, lo and behold they 
are entirely innocent of the familiar red and 
ereen and blue of that unsanitary century wo 
have left behind. The sons of the patriarch and 
all the animals that "went In two by two" are of 
reasonably hygienic white wood. 


Bv the same token, dolls will be dolls. For here 


again the scientific Christmas has produced a 
change to a more esthetic and hygienic product. 
Instead of the big rag doll, whose features have 
been kissed Into obliteration by several genera- 
tions of children, there is a stockinet successor, 
equally unbreakable, far more beautiful, and ab- 
solutely Impervious to washing. 


For older children one finds marvelous all- 


wood dolls, again embodying the three Important 
virtues 
They are unbreakable, washable and ar- 


tistic 
Their naturalness is evident at a glance, 


and the visitor is not surprised to learn that they 
are reproductions of American children modeled 
by American artists. 


And yet, the thought rises, will modern Dorothys 


and Nancys love these charming creations one 
whit more than their mothers and grandmothers 
loved the china and wax dollies who preceded 
them? There was Henrietta, a gorgeous Parisian, 
you may remember, whose pink and white loveV.I- 
ness Is still a happy memory. Poor Henrietta! 
She died the vlctim-of a bad small brother who 
tried the effect of midsummer heat upon her 
waxen complexion. Then there was Juliet, she 
of real brown hair that combed and a warm 
brunette complexion, and a host of others who 
may have had untold attractions. But you mutt 
put them out of your mind In this scientific age. 
Real hair harbors horrible microbes and complex- 
ions do not digest well In small stomachs. 


Then there are other suggestions which are the 


result of the practicality of our time. Housekeep- 
ing furnishings, for example, such as tea sets In 
pewter, cooking utensils In granite and metal, an 
Ironing board and Iron which can really be used, 
and an Iron cookstove upon which things can be 
ooked. 
In the matter of musical toys, science 
ias gone even further. The pianos for the child 
of today are marvelous Instruments. 
Alas for

concert pitch." -

But all these things are different now. You get 


a list of things which such-and-such a store haa 
to offer for man, woman and child of any given 
age, with the floor on which it may be found Indi- 
cated, and you have only to walk In calmly and 
deliberately and purchase it. It Is literally an In- 
dex of the peace and good will which you may 
wish to dispense. You do all your thinking be- 
forehand and have, an opportunity to remember 
that Mrs. So-and-So's library Is furnished In red, 
and that a Kaiser Sinn vase would be more ac- 
ceptable than a lamp. 


Then when you have made your selection you 


may make your way to the store with a fairly 
calm and tranquil mind. Of course. It is crowded 
with a density which makes progress almost im- 
possible, blazing hot with multitudinous lights 
and noisy with many clamoring voices, but all 
that can have no effect on you. You are a sci- 
entific shopper and know just what you are going 
to get and where you are going to get It. Science 
saves time, money and nerves. 


There Is another way In which Christmas has 


become a science and tjat Is In the methods 
which the big shopkeeper employs to attract the 
crowds of holiday shoppers. Go into one of their 
establishments and you cannot fall to see It. 
They are aglow with light, bright with the colors 
of unnumbered fabrics and you hear far and near 
the clash of music from many Instruments. That 
is simply to lure you in and once you are there 
you see at first nothing but a spectacle of con- 
fusion and a conflict of sounds that would make 
Babol lose caste as a synonym. But If you start 
to buy what you have come for you will find a 
remarkable state, of order so far ns the

offered for sale are concerned. It Is not really 
a store; it's an exposition. 


There Isn't a man In' the world who has a 


keener understanding of the human makeup than 
the big shopkeeper. He knows every string of 
the Instrument and plays diligently upon them 
all. He lures people with advertisements which 
are wonder stories. He halts the passing crowd 
In the streets with a wlndowful of Christmas wax- 
works, and once they have come inalde, whether 
with a purpose or out of mere curiosity, the ma- 
chinery Is there to hold them fast. 


For weeks the designers, decorators, scene 


painters, dummymakers have been at work devis- 
ing and constructing some sort of living pictures . 
fraught with the spirit of the Christmas tale. 
There is the papier-mache church, still and beau- 
tiful, with snow-covered trees about It, light shin- 
ing from the tall windows, men, women and chil- 
dren mounting to the portal, and from away In 
the Inside sanctuary somewhere come tho music 
of a mighty organ and voices singing Christmas 
carols. 


It is expensive, but it impresses the people who 


enter the store. It is the Idea of It all that the 
hearts of the shoppers be mellowed and the spirit 
be moved to buy more and still mora for the 
holiday giving.

Wisconsin produce eighty percent of 
the nations berries. The Wisconsin 
Experiment Station has done much 
to increase Wisconsin's yield by in- 
structing growers In clean and cult- 
ural methods, so that newly planted 
bogs are now in as fine shape as 
older bogs in other states. 
Prof. O. 


G Malde, in charge of the cranberry 
station, predicts that within fiifteen 
years Wisconsin cranberry bogs will 
produce a quan'ty of berries equal to 
the combined output of Massachusetts 
and New Jersey. 


Mr. Malde gives his entire time to 


field work among the growers, advis- 
ing as to the proper care as to the 
vines 
directing new development 


work or the reclaiming of old areas, 
inspecting each bog in the state at 
least twice a year, talcing notes of 
disease and serving as botanist, path- 
ologist, soil physicist and entomolo- 
gist to the cranberry growers. 


'NOW comes the real story of the 


d velopment of a growing industry on 
lands that were once regarded as 
useless. 


Wild Bogs of the Old Days. 


••When i was a boy thousands of 


bushels of cranberries grew in cen- 
ral Wisconsin," said Richard Rezin, 
one of the pioneers of the cranberry 
industry of that state. 
"In the fall 


o£ the year the Winnebago Indians 
came down from 
the 
North 
and 


bucks, squaws and children all pick- 
ed cranberries and 
sold 
them. 
I 


was born and raised on a farm in 
Wood county, in the heart of the 
Wisconsin cranberry country, and the 
first money I ever earned 
was 
by 


picking cranberries. 
Young men in 


our neighborhood used to go out aft- 
er harV^'/ time and pick wild cran- 
berries; they made two and a half to 
three dollars a day. 


"Pickers were paid about two dol- 


lars a barrel by the few farmers'who 
had cranberry marshes. Forty years 
ago a barrel of Wisconsin cranberries 
sold for eight to ten dollars. 
Today 


we sell cultivated cranberries, double 
the size o£ the wild berry, for six dol- 
lars a barrel, and make a larger mar- 
gin of profit. 


"I saved practically all the money 


I earned picking wild cranberries and 
finally bought 
a 
wild 
cranberry 


marsh. In 1874 I started one of the 
first real cranberry bogs in the state. 
I improved this land after my own 
methods laid out my bogs east and 
west, north and south; 
and 
dug 


drainage ditches, running them 
al- 


most anywhere. I planted ten acres 
of wild vines which I had selected 
because of their unusual size, and 
started in. 


high sounds from the 
North—the 


tinkling of a cowbell, tie barking of 
dogs, the scolding of birds, the ring- 
ing of an ax—meant all hands out 
for a night on the marshes, flooding 
the vines with water to protect them 
from frost. The trouble was that the 
signs sometimes"went astray. 


"Today everything is different. We 


„„ longer pay attention to sounds. 
We read thermometers and keep ac- 
curate records of our readings, which 
we file away for reference. 
At the 


corner of a bog section you will find 
two thermometers, 
and one minimum, 
thermometer is set about 
fourteen 


inches above the ground and regis- 
ters the highest temperature. 
The 


minimum is set five inches above bog 
level. Those thermometers are read 
early in the morning and at sundown 
each evening. 


"Then we receive the daily weath- 


er charts from the

Judge Gaynor spoke before the New 
Jersey growers. 
The result of these 


meetings was the organization or 
the New England Cranberry 
Sales 


Company and the New Jersey Cran- 
berry Sales Company. 


One Man Sells the Crop 


In the spring of 1907 the 
three 


sales companies organized under the 
name of the Cranberry Growers' Na- 
tional Trade Association, now known 
as 
the 
American 
Cranberry 
Ex- 


change. 
This exchange has a board 


of directors, elected from the indi- 
vidual sales companies. 


One man is now employed as the 


selling agent and his duty is to sell 
the entire output of cranberries in 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and Wis- 
consin. The exchange deals entirely 
with the market, and the sales com- 
panies regulate grading, packing and 
inspection of fruit. 


At the beginning of each market- 


ing season the board 
of 
directors 


fixes the opening price of cranberries. 
The aim is to start each year with a 
low price, gradually advancing it to 
counterbalance losses from 
shrink- 


age and decay. If the price is made 
too low at the opening the entire crop 
may be consumed before the market- 
ing season is half over. On the oth- 
er hand, if the opening price is made 
too high a large portion of the entire 
crop may remain unsold. 


Examination of the price lists of 


the New York market from 1870 to 
1913 will show wide variations in the 
prices of cranberries. 
The 
lowest 


prices were in April, 1879, 
when 


berries sold at $3.50 to $4 a barrel; 
in April, 1889, 53:50 to $5.50; in 
November, 1889, $4 t $o7.50; in No- 
vember 1896, and in January 1S97, 
$5 to $5.50; in April, 1897, $3.50 to 
$5; and in November, 1901. $6 to $7. 
The highest prices were 
in 
April, 


1874, 
?15 to $16 a barrel; in April, 


1876, $14 to $15; in January, 1884, 
$13 to $13.50; in March, 1895, $13 
to $14, and in January, 1903. $10 to 
$12. 
The average price has been 


from $7 to $10 a barrel. 


The American Cranberry Exchange 


has extended the market by advertis- 
ing and personal work. Before 1910 
no full carloads were shipped to the 
South. 
Then the exchange began a 


modest campaign, with the 
result 


that 100 full carloads were sold in 
the South in 1910. Certain South- 
ern towns not using more that four 
or five barrels in years past are now 
selling 400 to 500 barrels a year.

'Today we cranberry growers of

the different fruit worms and pests 
by spraying; we have the assistance 
of the State Cranberry. Station

helping us to fathom different prob- 
lems. 
Our waterways and drainage 


systems are now so constructed as to 
take care of almost any downpour." 


Andrew Searls, of Central Wiscon- 


sin, owns some of the finest cran- 
berry bogs in the state; and he runs 
them strictly under clean cultural 
methods. 
Coming from Canada in 


1857, 
Mr. Searls purchased 640 acres 


of marsh land. He had his own ideas 
about constructing a cranberry bog, 
with theories that made him known 
as "that Canadian cranberry crank." 
But he has been three times presi- 
dent of 
the 
Wisconsin 
Cranberry 


Grower's Association, and 
he 
is 


known throughout the state and in 
the eastern cranberry districts as an 
authority on cranberry 
culture, 
a 


propagator of 
successful 
varieties 


and the father 
of 
clean 
cultural 


methods. 


Professor Malde and I arrived at 


the Searls bogs 
one 
afternoon in 


July, and with Mr. Searls toured the 
farm by motor boat. 
The flood and 


drainage ditches are clean-cut and 
well constructed, twenty-five to thir- 
ty feet wide, and deep enough to ac- 
commodate a small steamer.

are used to haul the cranberries from 
the bogs to the wa- 'louses.

any crop at all. In the fifth year, 
with luck, a grower might harvest 
from twenty-five to thirty barrels of 
berries to the acre, and by the sev- 
enth or eighth year fifty to sixty bar- 
rels an acre was considered a mighty 
go!od crop. The best crop I ever har- 
vested in the old days was 
eighty- 


four barrels to the acre. That year 
I picked 800 barrels of cranberries 
from ten acres and sold my berries 
for seven dollars a barrel. The crop 
yielded a net return of 
$4000—an 


average net return of $400 an acre. 


•The next year my marshes were 
their heaviest 
producing stage.

The average yield of the Searls bogs 
during the past seven years has been 
Tnore than 100 barrels an acre- 
quarts to the barrel. 
In 1909 


and one-half acres planted to 
Searls Jumbo produced more 
500 barrels of cranberries, netting a 
little better than $1000 an acre. The 
vines were so closely matted that it 
was impossible to see the ground sur- 
face beneath them. 


"Clean culture, when practiced in 


cranberry-bog construction, increases 
the production of berries many times 
over the old method of letting them 
grow," said Mr. Searls. 
"We keep 


detailed accounts showing Just what 
each bog yields, what varieties 
of 


cranberries have proved most suc- 
cessful, what remedies for 
diseases 


have been most effective and during 
what months and under what weath- 
er conditions these remedies should 
be applied." 


In 1912 more than 3000 barrels of 


cranberries were harvested on the 
Searls bogs. 
They sold for $6.50 a 


barrel—a total of $19,500.

would appear to be an entirely inno- 
cent household duty. However, when 
we consider the serious 
accidents 


which have occurred from this source 
throughout the country during the 
past fow years, we are forced to take 
a different view in regard to 
tho 


harmlessness of this work. 
It 
is 


furthermore 
apparent, 
considering 


the small amount of time consumed 
In this task as compared with what 
is required for other household du- 
tiea, as well as the fact that but a 
small percentage of the household- 
ers are using this dangerous com- 
pound, that this work no doubt ranks 
as the most serious ha.zard of 
any 


household duty, 
when 
considered 


from the standpoint of the loss of 
life and property. 


This bulletin is written with 
the 


purpose in mind of preventing 
the 


.ise. in the 
household of 
"benzine 


(spirit) stove polish." 
There 
are 


uany ben/.ine stovo polishes manu- 
factured which are made of practic- 
Uly the same ingredients, the only 
llfference being in tho name. 
All o£ 


these polishes are equally dangerous, 
during the past eight 
years 
there 


lave been more than four hundred 
serious accidents in the 'United States 
on account of tho use of this benzine 
stove polish compound. 
Only a few 


nontlis ago an accident occurred at 
Wuupun, Wisconsin, causing the loss 
of the life of a six year old child and 
ilso severely 
burning 
the 
child's 


mother about the hands and arms, 
i'he evident reason for many of the 
accidents is due to the users remem- 
jering tho directions for the use of 
other polishes and applying them to 
Jio beiix.ino polish. 
This, however, 


does not lessen our condemnation of 
the spirit polish. 
You will note on 


the directions of practically all stove 
jolishes, other than benzine polish, 
,hc following: "Best results obtained 
on stove slightly warm." 
These di- 


rections, of course, are not placed on 
:jon'/.lne stove polish containers. How- 
ever, if householders arc accustomed 
to n;;e the. tire-proof 
polish 
and 


•should later purchase 
the 
benzine 


make, they are likely not to read di- 
rections and will use the polish on 
a warm stove, iu which case an acci- 
dent is very likely to occur. 


There are other serious condtions 


apparent, as for instance; the haz- 
ard of using Ih's polish is greater 
when contained in a brittle recepta- 
cle, such as a glass bottle, than when 
contained in a metal can. With either 
form the matter of all open light in 
the room in which the polish is used 
involves a further serious condition. 
Benzine vaporizes at a very low tem- 
perature and the vapors, being heavi- 
er than air, in most cases will flow to 
a remote tiame and Hash back to the 
open container, causing an explosion. 


The soi-Iousness of using this par- 


ticular polish can be understood by 
the attitude taken in regard to this 
matter by the manufacturers. The 
manufacturers of benzine stove pol- 
ish have given the department every 
encouragement in 
endeavoring 
to 


prevent its manufacture and 
sale. 


However, as they are not In a posi- 
tion to prevent benzine polish .being 
placed on the market, inasmuch as 
they likely could not all be induced 
to give up their business in this lino, 
they are compelled through self-pre- 
servation to practically all manufac- 
ture and sell this commodity. I quote 
hero from a communication received 
from a Wisconsin manufacturer, as 
follows: "Wo had and always 
did 


consider them (benzine stove pol- 
ishes) very dangerous and classed 
them among gun-powder and dyna- 
mite." Another manufacturer writes 
as follows: "Not a day passes 
but 


what we hoar of some minor accident 
which is reported to us by our sales- 
men calling upon the trade."

FEEDING CORN TO 


FATTENING LAMBS 


Experiments at the Iowa State col- 


lege under the direction of John M. 
Evvard show that while it may b» 
pro~able to grind some of the corn for 
ttie tlnal finish of lambs whole corn 
or broken ears are satisfactory for most 
of the time. Shelled corn was found 
more efficient than ground corn, in that 
it produced gains more cheaply and 
made a greater profit on each liimb. 
Corn and cob meal seem in these ex- 
periments to be quite efficient when 
corn is high in price, although not so 
profitable when it is cheap. It is inter- 
esting to know that in one of the trials 
100 pounds of ground cobs saved 4i>.2 
pounds of ground corn, 4.2 pounds of 
linseed meal or cottonseed meal. 10.6 
pounds of alfalfa hay and 20.0 pounds 
of corn silage. At average values for 
the various constituents the 100 pounds 
of cob meal replaced G3.1 cents' worth 
of feedstuffs.

Sorehead, or blockhead, in turkeys Is

The disease is due to a small 
organism called ameba. This cellular 
creature enters the bodies of birds 
through the digestive organs, passes 
along the alimentary canal until it 
reaches the two blind pouches called 
the ceca, where It begins its growth. 
It penetrates the lining membrane, 
multiplies rapidly and sets up inflam- 
mation, leading to a great thickening 
of the intestinal wall, filling the tube 
with white or grayish cheesy material. 
They leave the sick birds in the excre- 
ment and are a menace to all poultry 
near them.

Animal Food For Hens. 


Hens need some kind of animal food 


and it is given to them by nature in 
the form of bugs, insects and worms 
When hens are kept yarded it is im 
possible for nature to furnish these, so 
meat meal, green cut bone or milk is 
fed iu their place. 
In feeding meat 


meal it is mixed with the mash. Green 
cut bone is usually fed in a trough or 
on the litter, and the milk can be mixed 
with the mash or fed in n trough, jar 
or pan. Don't feed all these at the 
same time. An ounce per bird of green 
cut bone every second day is sufficient. 
They cnu be given all the milk they 
will drink, and it is better to feed it 
sour.—Professor Graham. 


Protection For Turkeys. 


Turkeys can stand any amount of 


cold, clear weather, but when sleet, 
hail and snow come with the north 
winds blowing aud the temperature 
almost to zero, the flock needs some 
protection. 
An ideal place for tur- 


keys during such disturbances of the 
elements is a stormproof shed, inclosed 
on three sides, well ventilated, with 
woven wire front.

Watch Your Seed Potatoes 


The potato growers of the state 


are being urged to store their 
seed 


stock this year with the greatest 
care and to keep close watch of their 
seed bins throughout the winter. 


The reason for this special precau- 


tion is that owing to unusual weather 
conditions last fall late blight attack- 
ed many of the fields and gained en- 
trance into the tubers. 


"If we are to have sound 
seed 


stock for planting next spring, it will 
be necessary for us to remove from 
the bins all rotten tubers and those 
with blight spots," declares James 
G. Milward, secretary of the Wiscon- 
sin Potato Growers' association. 


According to him, the vitality of 


the potato seed depends very largely 
upon how it is stored during 
the 


winter months, and anything which 
in any way, injures the stored tubers 


sure to result in decreased vitality 


of vine growth the following season 


Two conditions to avoid in storing- 


potatoes are—varying 
temperature 


and any considerable loss of water 
clue to evaporation, which causes the 
tubers to shrivel and shrink. 


Many farmers in the potato dis- 


tricts of the state now have good un 
derground potato cellars, where the 
seed stock can be protected agains' 
frost injury, and also kept so a uni 
formly even and sufiiiciently low tern 
perature (33 to 40 degrees F.)

RUSSIAN 
STATEMENT 
MADE 


Impossible at This Time to Estimate 


Losses or to Aooertain Number of 
Prisoners—German Victory Is Con- 
sidered a Remarkable Feat—Kaiser 
Raported indisposed. 


Berlin, Deo. 9.—It was officially an- 


nounced thla afternoon that Emperor 
William is ill. The announcement 
states that he Is suffering from a fev- 
erish bronchial catarrh and has been 
obliged to postpone for some days his 
return to tho front, which had been 
arranged for ;oday. Despite his indis- 
position, it Is said, he is able to give 
attention to reports of tho war from 
tho chief of tho general staff. 


Berlin, Dec. 8.—The German official 


statement given out in Berlin this aft- 
ernoon says that In northern Poland 
German forces were successful in pro- 
longed fighting around Lodz in defeat- 
ing strong Russian forces stationed to 
the northwest and to the southwest of 
the city. Tho text of the announce- 
ment foilows: 


"In northern Poland we gained Im- 


portant successes In prolonged fight- 
ing around Lodz by defeating strong 
Russian forces stationed to the north- 
west and to tho southwest of this city, 
which is In our possession. 


Ruoslan Loss Reported Large. 


"Details of the battle giving us 


Lodz cannot yet bo made public be- 
cause of the extended field over which 
tho engagement was fought. The Rus- 
sian losses were very large. An at- 
tempt by the Russians to come to the 
assistance of their threatened armies 
In the North from southern Poland 
was foiled by the activity of the Aug- 
tro-Hungarian and German troops in 
the district southwest of Piotrkow. 


"No especial reports have been re- 


ceived from the region to the east of 
tho plain of the Mazur,lakes." 


German Victory Remarkable. 


London, Dec. 7.—After a long bat- 


tle, fought with the greatest stubborn- 
ness, tho Germans have succeeded In 
occupying Lod/., Poland, which is an 
unfortified city. 
This success of tho Germans, large- 


ly because of what preceded It, is con- 
sidered by military exports a really 
remnrlcablo achievement. Leas than a 
fortnight ago the army to which this 
victory has fallen was aurromuled by 
Russians and cut its way out only at 
tin; last moment, losing great numbers 
of men and many Runs. Yet It was 
able within a fow days to reorganize, 
tnko an offensive, and defeat the Rus- 
sians daforidliig Lodz.

under 100,000 men. 
The number of

and sick soldiers

cared for in French hospitals on No- 
vember 19 appears to have been about 
four hundred thousand. 
The Swiss government's bureau for 


the exchange of prisoners of war has 
the names o£ 90,000 French prisoners 
In Germany. Taking these figures to- 
gether, the totaljosses of the French 
army would be about five hundred 
and ninety thousand men. 
The French military authorities, 


through their agents and spies, are 
well informed regarding the situation 
of the German army.

Official Berlin Report. 


Berlin, Dec. 7.—It is officially an- 


nounced this morning that the Ger- 
mans occupied Lodz, in Russian Po- 
land, on Sunday. Lodz Is the second 
largest city of Russian Poland and 
is 75 miles southwest of Warsaw, the 
Polish capital. 
The official communication issued

News Confirmed in London,
